^v   Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of  19^9,  as  amended 


(herein  referred  to  as  "Title  I"),  the  Secretary  of  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  (herein  referred  to  as  the  "Secre- 
tary") is  authorized  to  extend  financial  assistance  to  local 
public  agencies  in  the  elimination  and  prevention  of  the  spread 
of  their  slums  and  urban  blight  through  the  planning  and  under- 
taking of  urban  renevval  projects; 

WHEREAS  it  is  desirable  and  in  the  public  interest  that  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  (herein  referred  to  as  the 
"Authority".),  make  surveys  and  prepare  plans^  presently  estimated 
to  cost  approximately  six  hundred  thirty  thousand  two  hundred 
dollars  ($630,200),  in  order  to  undertake  and  carry  out  an  urban 
renev;al  project  of  the  character  contemplated  by  Section  110  (c) 
of  Title  I,  to  vvit,  the  proposed  urban  renev/al  project  known  as 
the  "Campus  High  School  Urban  Renevval  Project"  (herein 
referred  to  as  the  "Project"),  v/ithin  an  area  of  this  City  of 
Boston,  County  of  Suffolk,  and  Commonv/ealth  of  Massachusetts,  des- 
cribed in  the  attached  Exhibit  "A"  (herein  referred  to  as  the 
"Project  Area");

V/HEREAS  the  Authority  proposes  to  enter  into  an  Early  Land 
Acquisition  or  Temporary  Loan  Contract  (herein  referred  to  as  the 
"Contract")  for  financial  assistance  under  Title  I  v;ith  the 
United  States  of  America  (herein  referred  to  as  the  "Government") 
acting  by  and  through  the  Secretary^  pursuant  to  v;hlch  federal 
funds  v/ould  be  provided  for  early  land  acquisition  and  related 
activities  in  connection  with  the  Project; 

WHEREAS  under  such  Contract  the  Government  v;ould  provide 
financial  assistance  for  early  land  acquisition  and  related 
activities,  and  the  applicable  provisions  of  Title  I  provide 
that  "No  loan  for  such  purpose  shall  be  made  unless  .  .  .  the 
governing  body  of  the  locality  .  .  .  shall  have  approved  by  resolu- 
tion or  ordinance  the  acquisition  of.  real  property  in  the  urban 
renev/al  area"; 

WHEREAS  Title  I  also  provides  that  "the  Secretary  may  .  .  . 
permit  any  structure  so  acquired  to  be  demolished  and  removed, 
and  may  include  in  any  early  land  acquisition  loan  .  .  .  the  cost 
of  such  dem.olltlon  and  removal,  together  v;ith  administrative, 
relocation,  and  other  related  costs  and  payments,  if  the  approval 
of  the  local  governing  body  extends  to  such  demolition  and  removal," 
and  further  that  such  real  property  may  be  disposed  of  if  "the 
local  governing  body  of  the  locality  involved  shall  have  .  .  . 
consented  to  the  disposal  of  such  real  property"; 
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WHEPffiAS  Title  I  further  prohibits  any  loans  from  being  made 

for  the  purposes  of  early  land  acquisition  unless: 

"either  (A)  the  Secretary  shall  have  determined  that  such 
loan  is  reasonably  secured  by  a  first  mortgage  or  other 
prior  lien  upon  such  real  property  or  is  otherv/ise  reasonably 
secured,  or  (B)  the  governing  body  of  the  locality  shall 
have  assumed  the  responsibility  to  bear  any  loss  that  may 
arise  as  the  result  of  such  acquisition  in  the  event  that 
the  property  so  acquired  is  not  used  for  urban  renevzal 
purposes  because  the  urban  renev.-al  plan  for  the  project 
is  not  approved,  or  is  amended  to  omit  any  of  the  acquired 
property,  or  is  abandoned  for  any  reason"; 

WHERJTAS  pursuant  to  Chapter  121  of  the  General  Laws  (Ter.  Ed.)j 
as  amended,  the  Authority,  v/ith  the  consent  of  the  Mayor  with 
authorization  of  the  City  Council,  may  acquire,  by  eminent  dom.ain 
or  otherwise,  and  hold,  clear,  repair,  operate  and  dispose  of  land 
constituting  any  part  or  parts  of  any  area  which  it  has,  after 
notice  and  a  public  hearing,  found  to  be  decadent  or  substandard, 
with  respect  to  which  a  contract  has  been  executed  and  for  which 
it  is  preparing  an  urban  renev."al  plan; 

WHEREAS  the  Authority  has  found  the  Project  Area  to  be  a 
decadent  and  substandard  area  and  is  preparing  an  urban  reneival 
plan  for  the  Project  Area,  and  deems  it  necessary,  advisable  and  . 
in  the  public  interest  to  acquire  and  clear,  operate  and/or  dis- 
pose of  all  or  part  of  the  Project  Area,  including  that  portion 
of  the  Project  Area  described  in  the  attached  Exhibit  "B",  and 
the  Authority  has  approved  for  the  portion  so  described  the 
"Land  Use  and  Building  Requirements"  set  forth  in  Exhibit  "C" 
attached  hereto; 
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WHEREAS  a  general  plan  entitled  "1965-J975  General  Plan  for 
the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Regional  Core"  (herein  referred  to  as 
the  "General  Plan")  has  been  prepared  and  approved  by  the  Authority 
and  is  recognized  and  used  as  a  guide  for  the  general  development 
of  the  City  of  Boston  as  a  whole; 

WHEREAS  the  Authority  has  prepared  and  submitted  a  program 
for  the  relocation  of  individuals  and  families  that  may  be  dis- 
placed as  a  result  of  carrying  out  such  early  land  acquisition 
activities  J  v;hich  is  referred  to  as  the  "Relocation  Program"  and 
has  been  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  "D"; 

WHEREAS  there  have  been  presented  to  this  Council  information 
and  data  respecting  said  Relocation  Program,  which  has  been  pre- 
pared as  a  result  of  studies ,  surveys ,  and  inspections  in  the 
Project  Area  and  the  assembling  and  analysis  of  the  data  and 
information  obtained  from  such  studies,  surveys,  and  inspections; 

I        VJHEREAS  the  members  of  this  Council  have  general  knowledge 
of  the  conditions  prevailing  in  the  Project  Area  and  of  the 
availability  of  proper  housing  in  the  City  of  Boston  for  the 
relocation  of  individuals  and  families  that  may  be  displaced 
from  the  Project  Area  as  a  result  of  early  land  acquisition 
and  related  activities  and,  in  the  light  of  such  knowledge  of 
local  housing  conditions,  have  carefully  considered  and  reviewed 
such  proposals  for  relocation; 


WHEREAS  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  19^4,  and  the 
regulations  of  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
effectuating  that  Title^  provide  that  no  person  shall,  on  the. 
ground  of  race,  color,  or  national  origin,  he  excluded  from 
participation  in,  be  denied  the  benefits  of,  or  be  subjected  to 
discrimination  in  the  undertaking  and  carrying  out  of  urban 
renev/al  projects  assisted  under  Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of  19^9^ 
as  amended; 
NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  AS  FOLLOV/S : 

1.  That  the  proposed  Urban  Renev/al  Project  Area  described 
■above  is  a  slum,  blighted,  deteriorated,  or  deteriorating  area 

appropriate  for  an  urban  renewal  project  and  that  the  undertaking 
by  the  Authority  of  surveys  and  plans  for  an  urban  renev;al  project 
of  the  character  contemplated  by  Section  llO(c)  of  Title  I  in  the 
proposed  Urban  Rene'wal  Area  is  hereby  approved. 

2.  That  this  Council  is  cognizant  of  the  cpnditions  that 
are  imposed  in  the  undertaking  and  carrying  out  of  urban  renev/al 
projects  v.'ith  federal  financial  assistance  under  Title  1.    including 
those  relating  to  (a)  the  relocation  of  site  occupants,  (b)  the 
provision  of  local  grants-in-aid,  (c)  the  prohibition  of  discrimina 
tion  because  of  race^  color,  creed,  or  national  origin,  and  (d) 

the  requirement  that  the  locality  present  to  the  Secretary,  as  a 
prerequisite  to  approval  of  an  application  by  the  Authority  for  an 
advance  of  funds  from  the.  Government  to  enable  it  to  defray  the 
cost  of  the  surveys  and  plans  for  the  Project,  a  v/orkable  program 
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for  community  improvement ,  as  set  forth  in  Section  101  (c)  of 
Title  Ij  for  utilizing  appropriate  public  and  private  resources 
to  eliminate  and  prevent  the  development  or  spread  of  slums  and 
urban  blight. 

3.  That  it  is  'hereby  found  and  determined  that  financial 
assistance  under  the  provisions  of  Title . I  and  pursuant  to  the 

contracts  for  federal" financial  assistance  pertaining  to  the 
project  is  necessary  to  finance  the  planning  and  undertaking  of 
the  proposed  Project  and  to  enable  the  Project  to  be  undertaken 
and  the  land  in  the  Project  Area  to  be  renev/ed  in  accordance  with 
the  urban  renewal  plan  for  the  Project  Area,  and  accordingly  the 
filing  by  the  Authority  of  applications  for  such  financial  assis- 
tance under  Title  I  is  hereby  approved. 

4.  That  (a)  this  Council  finds  and  determines  that  the 
program  for  the  proper  relocation  of  individuals  and  families 
which  may  be  displaced  in  carrying  out  early  land  acquisition  aiid 
related  activities  in  connection  vjlth  the  Project  in  decent^ 
safe,  and  sanitary  dwellings  in  conformity  with  acceptable 
standards  is  feasible  and  can  be  reasonably  and  timely  effected 
to  permit  the  proper  carrying  out  of  such  activities;  and  that 
such  dv/ellings  or  dwelling  units  available  or  to  be  made  availabD.e 
to  such  displaced  individuals  and  families  are  at  least  equal  in 
number  of  the  number  of  displaced  individuals  and  families,  are 
not  generally  less  desirable  in  regard  to  public  utilities  and 
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public  and  commercial  facilities  than  the  dwellings  of  such  dis- 
placed Individuals  and  families,  are  available  at  rents  or  prices 
within  the  financial  means  of  the  displaced  individuals  and 
families,  and  are  reasonably  accessible  to  their  places  of  employ- 
ment, and  (b)  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Council  (i)  that  a  feasible 
method  for  the  relocation  of  individuals  and  families  displaced 
from  the  Project  Area,  in  conformity  v/itVi  Title  I,  can  be  prepared, 
and  (ii)  that  the  local  grants-in-aid  can  and  V7ill  be  provided  in 
an  amount  which  will  be  not  less  than  one-third  of  the  Net  Project 
Cost  of  the  Project  and  which,  together  with  the  Federal  capital 
grant,  will  be  generally  equal  to  the  difference  between  Gross 
Project  Cost  and  the  proceeds  or  value  of  project  land  sold, 
leased,  or  retained  for  use  in-  accordance  with  the  urban  renewal 
plan. 

5«   That  the  "Land  Use  and  Building  Requirements"  set  forth 
in  Exhibit  "C"  hereto,  which  requirements  are  to  be  included  in 
the  urban  renewal  plan  for  the  Project  Area  which  is  under  prepara- 
tion by  the  Authority,  are  hereby  approved. 

6.   That  such  requirements  conform  to  the  general  plan  for 
the  locality  as  a  whole;  and  that  such  requirem^ents  v/ill  afford 
maximum  opportunity,  consistent  with  the  sound  needs  of  the  City 
as  a  whole,  for  the  redevelopment  of  the  Project  Area  by  private 
enterprise,  and  give  due  consideration  to  the  provision  of  adequate 
park  and  recreational  areas  and  facilities,  as  may  be  desirable  for 
neighborhood  improvement,  with  special  consideration  for  the  health, 
safety  and  welfare  of  children  residing  in  the  general  vicinity 
of  the  Project  Area, 
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7.  That  the  objectives  of  the  said  requirements  cannot  be 
achieved  through  rehabilitation  of  the  Project  Area; 

8.  That  there  are  hereby  approved  the  acquisition  of  the 
whole  or  any  part  of  the  real  property  in  the  Project  Area^  in- 
cluding the  taking  by  eminent  domain  of  property  v/ithin  that  portion 
of  the  Project  Area  described  in  Exhibit ^B^  the  demolition  and 
removal  of  any  structure  acquired  v;lth  financial  assistance  pro- 
vided under  the  Contract,  and  the  inclusion  in  the  early  land 
acquisition  loan  of  funds  sufficient  to  cover  the  cost  of  any  such 
acquisition,  demolition  or  rem.ovalj  together  with  administrative, 
relocation,  and  other  related  costs  and  payments. 

9.  That  the  disposition  of  such  real  property  in  accordance 
with  the  "Land  Use  and  Building  Requirements"  set  forth  in  Exhibit 
"C"  be  and  hereby  is  approved. 

10.  That  the  City  of  Boston  agrees  to  assume,  and  does  hereby 
asBum.e,  the  responsibility  to  bear  any  loss  that  may  arise  as  a 
result  of  the  acquisition  of  such  real  property  and  the  under- 
taking of  related  activities  with  financial  assistance  provided 
under  the  Contract  in  the  event  that  the  property  so  acquired  is  • 
not  used  for  urban  renewal  purposes  because  the  urban  renewal  plan 
for  the  project  is  not  approved  or  is  am.ended  to  omit  any  of  the 
acquired  property,  or  is  abandoned  for  any  reason. 

11.  That  the  Mayor  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  authorized  and 
empowered  in  the  name  of  and  in  behalf  of  the  City,  (a)  to  consent 
to  the  acquisition  by  eminent  domain  or  purchase  or  otherwise,  by

the  Authority,  of  the  land  in  the  Project  Area,  (b)  to  consent  to 
the  holding,  clearance,  repair,  and/or  operation  of  such  land. 


(c)  to  consent  to  the  disposition  of  such  land,  in  accordance  v/ith 
said  "Land  Use  and  Building  Requirements'',  and  (d)  to  execute  and 
deliver  a  covenant  in  the  fonn  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  "E". 

12.   That  the  Government  and  the  Secretary  he,    and  they  hereby 
are,  assured  of  full  compliance  by  the  City  Council  with  regulations 
of  the  Secretary  effectuating  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of 
1964.

BOUNDARY  DESCRIPTION 

CAMPUS  HIGH  SCHOOL  URBAN  RENEVIAL  AREA 


The  Campus  High  School  Urban  Renexiral  Area  is  that  certain  tract  of  land 
situated  in  the  City  of  Boston,   County  of  Suffolk,  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts,  and  bounded  generally  as  follows:

Thence  turning  and  running  southeasterly  and  northeasterly  along  the 
southerly  sideline   of  Roxbury  Street  to  the  westerly  sideline  cf  Wash- 
ington Street; 

Thence  turning  and  running  southwesterly  a].ong  the  westerly  sideline  of 
Washington  Street  to  the  northerly  sideline   of  Bartlett  Street; 

Thence  turning  and  running  northwesterly  along  the  northerly  sideline  of 
Bartlett  Street  extended  to  the  southerly  sideline  •f  Dudley  Street  ex- 
tended to  the  southerly  sideline  of  Roxbury  Street; 

Thence  turning  and  running  westerly  along  the  southerly  sideline   of 
Roxbury  Street  extended  to  the  midline  of  Columbus  Avenue; 

Thence  turning  and  running  due  north  to  the  westerly  sideline   of  Columbus 
Avenue  and  thence  along  the  westerly  sideline   of  Columbus  Avenue  extended 
to  the  midline  of  the  right-of-way  of  the  mainline   of  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad; 

Thence  turning  and  running  northeasterly  along  the  midline  of  the  New  York, 
New  Haven,   and  Hartford  Railroad  right-of-way  to  the   extended  northerly 
sideline   of  Ruggles  Street; 

Thence  turning  and  running  southeasterly  along  the  northerly  sideline  of 
Ruggles   Street  extended  to  the  easterly  sideline   of  Columbus  Avenue; 

Thence  turning  and  running  northeasterly  along  the   easterly  sideline   of 
Columbus  Avenue  to  the  westerly  sideline  of  Weston  Street; 
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Thence  turning  and  running  southeasterly  along  the  vresterly  sideline  of 
Weston  Street  extended  to  the  easterly  sideline  of  Cabot  Street; 

Thence  turning  and  running  northeasterly  along  the  easterly  sideline  «f 
Cabot  Street  to  the  southerly  sideline  of  Cabot  Placej 

Thence  turning  and  running  southeasterly  along  the  southerly  sideline  of 
Cabot  Place  extended  to  the  easterly  sideline  of  V/a'-wick  Street; 

Thence  turning  and  running  northeasterly  along  the  easterly  sideline  of 
Warvri-ck  Street  to  the  point  of  beginning.

Early  Land  Program 

Land  Use  and  Building  Requirements 

A.  Introduction 

As  part  of  the  early  land  activities  proposed  by  the  Authority 
a  parcel,  as  shown  on  the  attached  Land  Disposition  Map,  will  be 
available  for  disposition.   It  is  the  intent  of  the  Authority  to 
dispose  of  all  or  a  portion  of  the  said  parcel  subject  to  the 
following  land  use  and  building  requirements. 

B.  Description 

The  Disposition  Parcel  is  bounded  generally  by  the  proposed 
Southwest  Expressway  and  Inner  Belt,  Shawmut  Avenue  and  Roxbury 
Street.   For  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  most  desirable  develop- 
ment of  this  site,  the  Authority  may  subdivide  the  Disposition 
Parcel  into  appropriate  sub-parcels.   In  the  event  of  subdivision, 
the  disposition  of  each  sub-parcel  shall  be  subject  to  the 
applicable  controls  and  requirements  set  forth  herein  and  shall 
also  be  subject  to  such  additional  controls  and  requirements  as 
the  Authority  deems  to  be  suitable  for  the  orderly  and  consistent 
development  thereof. 

C.  Planning;  Objectives 

With  the  construction  of  the  proposed  new  expressways,  this 
site  will  have  a  particularly  high  degree  of  accessibility  and 
visibility.   Consequently,  in  order  to  take  full  advantage  of  the 
site's  locational  importance,  it  should  be  devoted  to  a  prime 
educational  use  for  the  benefit  of  the  entire  City,  such  as  a 
City-wide  Campus  High  School,  and  the  development  of  this  communit 
facility  and  all  necessary  supporting  amenities  is  the  primary 
planning  objective.   A  secondary  objective  is  the  improvement  of 
traffic  flow  by  the  realignment  of  Roxbury  Street  from  Dudley 
Square  to  Tremont  Street. 

D.  Land  Use  Controls 

1.   Permitted  Uses:   The  primary  reuses  of  this  Parcel  shall  be 
for  public  educational  purposes,  for  the  realignment  of  Roxbury 
Street  and  for  other  street  and  highway  purposes.   Alternate  land 
uses  permitted  for  the  Parcel  or  specified  sub-parcels  shall  in- 
clude public  open  space  and  off-street  parking  and  institutional 
uses  which  are  accessory  to  abovesaid  primary  reuses.   All  land 
in  the  parcel  not  designated  for  uses  designated  above  shall  be 
devoted  to  use  for  lovj-  and  moderate -income  housing  and  uses 
accessory  thereto. 
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2.  Building  Requirements;   The  development  of  this  Parcel  shall 
be  required  and  the  developer  thereof  shall  be  obligated  as  part  of 

a  land  disposition  agreement  to  be  entered  into  with  the  Authority 
to  construct  the  improvements  within  a  stated  time  schedule  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  land  use  controls  and  building  requirements  set 
forth  herein  and  such  further  controls  and  requirements  as  may  be 
established  by  the  Authority  at  the  time  of  disposition. 

3.  Access;   Adequate  vehicular  and  pedestrian  access,  as  ap- 
propriate, to  all  facilities  shall  be  provided. 

4.  Easements;   The  Authority  may  reserve  easements  as  necessary 
or  desirable  for  utilities,  public  rights-of-way,  or  pedestrian 
walkways  through  the  parcel, 

5.  Design  Review;   Site  plans,  plans  and  elevations  of  build- 
ings and  building  specifications  shall  be  subject  to  design  re- 
view and  approval  of  the  Authority.   In  addition,  the  Authority,  at 
the  time  of  disposition,  shall  establish  suitable  controls  relative 
to  floor  area  ratio,  height,  setback,  pedestrian  easements,  signs, 
landscaping,  and  related  matters.

In  order  to  estimate  availeiTDility  of  local  housing,  many 
factors  must  be  considered.   In  terms  of  housing  supply, 
these  factors  include  the  rate  of  nev/  construction,  the 
conversion  rate,  v;ithdrav;a.l  and  demolition  rates,  and  the 
turnover  of  e>!:isting  housing  and  population  decline.

sales  housing  programs  and  types  of  mortgages. 

3 •   Adeauacy  of  supply  of  standard  housing  for  low-income  families  and 
proposals  _;f or  special  rehousing  probleras  . 

It  is  e^cpected  that  the  supply  of  public  and  private  housing  will 
be  sufficient  to  meet  the  requirements  of  lov;-income  farailies. 
In  addition  to  an  annual  turnover  of  1,950  units  of  public 
housing  in  Boston  in  19S5,  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  is 
expected  to  begin  construction  on  520  more  units  of  public  hous- 
ing for  the  elderly  during  1966.   The  Housing  Authority  has  also 
received  authorization  for  leasing  up  to  1,000  units  of  private 
housing  v/hich  will  be  available  for  low-incom.e  families. 

The  Federal  Rent  Supplement  program  V7ill  provide  an  additional 
source  of  housing  to  lov;- income  families,  with  a  total  of  approx- 
imately 1S8  units  already  ear-nvarked  for  four  developments  soon 
to  be  constructed  in  Washington  Park. 

Chapter  197  of  the  Acts  of  1963,  Commonv;ealth  of  I-'Iassachusetts , 
now  prohibits  discrimination  in  all  housing  except  ovmer-occupied, 
two  family  structures c   The  Authority  is  cooperating  v/ith  fair 
housing  organizations  and  other  groups  to  assist  members  of 
minority  groups  v;ho  feel  the  need  of  such  support  to  utilize  fully 
housing  on  the  open  market »  ^ 

Families  and  individuals  v;ith  special  rehousing  problems,  includ- 
ing large  families  vjith  lov/  income,  the  socially  disorganized 
family,  the  hard-to-reach,  hard-core  family,  elderly  or  handi- 
capped individuals,  or  families  v;ith  elderly  or  handicapped 
members,  will  receive  special  attention  from  trained  relocation 
and  rehousing  specialists;  and  in  addition,  v.rill  receive  services 
from  a  variety  of  social  and  public  health  agencies  through  a 
comprehensive  and  cooperative  effort. 
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As  a  part  of  the  proposed  (E~216)  referra3.  and  diag- 
nostic service,  a  resources  coordinator  will  be  appointed 
to  insure  that  adequate  referral  assistance  is  provided 
for  those  persons  requiring  such  help  in  order  to  be 
effectively  relocated, 

D,   Relations  v/ith  Site  Occupants 

1  •   pevelqpraent_  of  an  Inforraational.  Program 

The  Redevelopment  Authority  has  already  initiated  an 
informational  program  for  residents  of  the  Early  Land 
area.   Meetings  have  already  been  *held  v;ith  residents 
and  community  leaders  indicating  the  proposed  boundaries; 
re-use  of  the  area,  and  relocation  services  and  benefits 
to  be  available  u^^on  the  effective  date  of  Early  Land 
approvalc,   Those  informational  meetings  will  be  continued 
as  required  to  deal  with  the  unique  concerns  of  families, 
individuals  and  business  concerns  to  be  relocated.   The 
Authority  is  proposing  to  hire  a  public  information 
officer  to  insure  the  adequacy  and  continuity  of  mean- 
ingful public  information  to  site  residents. 

The  inforraat j.onal  program  will  inclu.de  the  preparation  and 
distribution  of  periodic,  newsletters,  s£)ecial  bulletins 
and  other  material  designed  to  keep  residents  of  the 
project  area  informed  of  current  developme2its  in  the  renewal 
program  generally,  and  of  the  availability  of  relocation 
assistance. 

On  or  about  the  time  of  acquisition  of  property,  interviev7s 
with  all  residents  V7ill  be  conducted  and  each  site  occu- 
pant household  v;ill  bo  ixi,formed: 

1)  that  the  Redevelopment  Authority  has  acquired  the 
property  on  said  date;

10)   of  the  eviction  policy  of  the  Authority^ 

An  informational  boolelet  or  statement  V7ill  be  given  to  each 
site  occupant  hovisehold  prior  to  the  talcing  of  property, 
outlining  the  pertinent  facts  in  a  simr^le,  easy-to-read 
fashion „ 

The  booklet  or  statement  v;ill  also  contain  a  brief  guide  to 
families  seelcing  their  own  accommodations  as  to  v;hat 
constitutes  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  housing^

of  home-buying. 

A  trained  staff  of  re-housing  specialists  will  be 
available  to  provide  advice  and  assistance  in  making 
applications  to  banks  and  in  securing  and  dealing  v/ith 
brokers.   Information  about  Section  221  (d)  (2)  ,  VA 
and  other  FHA  mortgage  insurance  programs  v/ill  also  be 
available. 

Form  3476^  Certificate  of  Eligibility  under  Section  221 
of  the  National  Housing  Act^  will  be  provided  to  prospec- 
tive buyers  of  Section  221  housing  and  to  prospective 
tenants  of  any  Section  221  (d)  (3)  rental  housing. 

Eyiction  Policy,  and  Proceedings  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment 

The  Authority  will  laalze  all  possible  efforts  to  avoid  the 
eviction  of  any  family  from  the  project  area.   Eviction 
proceedings  shall  be  instituted  only  against  families  who: 

1)  are  financially  able  to  and  refuse  to  pay  use  and  occu- 
pancy charges  to  the  Authority;

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Prior  to  eviction,  the  faraily  \Jill  be  offered  all  of  the 
relocation  services  of  the  Authority.   In  addition,  an 
attempt  v.'ill  be  made  to  enlist  the  services  of  the 
appropriate  comraunity  social  service  agency  if  it  appears 
that  the  fiivaily  requires  special  assistance.   Finally, 
each  case  must  be  approved  by  the  FJxecutive  Director  or 
Assistant  Executive  Director  prior  to  eviction.   All 
evictions  must  be  authorized  by  a  major5.ty  vote  of  the 
Redeyelopraent  Authority. 

The  Authority  v;ill  cooperate  v/ith  other  public  agencies, 
such  as  the  Division  of  Housing  inspection,  and  v;ith 
private  landlords  in  the  project  area  if  eviction  becomes 
necessary  as  a  result  of  code  enforcement,  rehabilitation, 
or  acquisition  by  a  public  body  other  than  the  Authority.

I^Jhenever  it  is  not  feasible  to  obtain  thjree  bids  for 
any  category  of  -worlc,  a  lesser  number' of  bids  shall 
be  submitted  together  v;ith  a  written  justification 
by  the  concern;  and  no  relocation  peiyment  shall  be 
allov/ed  in  such  cases  unless  the  Authority  has 
approved  the  justification^ 

Payment  to  a  business  concex-n  for  moving  expenses  shall 
not  exceed  the  amount  of  the  lov;  bid  submitted  unless 
the  bid  requirement  has  been  waived  by  the  Authcrity 
'  under  the  conditions  stated  above„ 

(d)  The  Authority  v;ill  not  pay  the  cost  of  any  appraisal 
made  to  determine  actual  loss  of  property  if  made  by 
or  in  behalf  of  the  claimant, 

(e)  A  business  concern  v.'hich  is  not  displaced  from  an 
urban  renev/al  area  shall  be  eligible  for  a  relocation 
payment  for  moving  expenses  incurred  on  or  after 
September  2,    1954;  v;ith  respect  to  its  out-door 
advertising  displays  required  in  the  determination 
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of  the  Authority  to  he   reraovccl  froia  the  urban  renev/al 
area. 

(f)  A  business  concern  v/hich  moves  beyond  one  hundred 
miles  of  the  boundary  of  the  city  of  Boston  shall 
not  obtain  a  relocation  payraent  for  its  moving 
expenses  in  excess  of  the  reasonable  and  necessary 
expense  for  moving  such  distance  of  one-hundred 
railes. 

(g)  A  relocation  payment  shall  not  be  made  to  site 
occuiJants  for  the  purpose  of  a  temporary  on-site 
raove,  unless  such  temporary  on-site  move  v/as  made 
for  the  convenience  of  the  Authority.   In  that  event, 
the  cost  of  the  temporary  m.ove  shall  be  considered 

as  a  property  vaanagement  expense,  and,  therefore, 
eligible  for  inclusion  as  a  part  of  gross  project 
costs. 

(h)   The  Authority  V7d.ll  obtain  the  approval  of  the 

Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  (KUD) 
of  the  Federal  Governm.Gint  before  making  any  relo- 
cation payment  in  excess  of  $10,000. 

(i)   A  business  concern  shall  give  the  p3:oject  a  minimum 

of  30  days  lout  no  more  than  90  days  v/ritten  notice  of 
its  intention  to  move  and  must  perrnit  the  Authority/ 
or  its  authorized  representatives,  to  inspect  the 
property  to  be  vaoved.  pjn   exception  to  the  require- 
•  ment  for  timely  TiOtice  v;ill  be  m.ade  only  if  the 
Authority  determines  that  there  v/as  reasonable 
cause  for  the  failure  of  the  business  concern  to 
give  the  required  notice,  the  Authority  has  adequately 
verified  the  facts  pertaining  to  the  move  and  the 
requested  relocation  payment,  and  KUD   has  concurred 
in  the  payment „ 

(j)   Any  business  concern  sconcing  relocation  payments  shall 
file  a  v.'ritten  claim  for  same  on  a  form  furnished  by 
the  Authority  at  the  Site  office.   A.ll  such  papers 
and  related  evidence  shall  become  the  permanent 
records  of  the  Authorityp 

"  (}c)   E^ccept  in  hardship  cases,  the  amount  of  any  delinquent 
rent  ov/ed  to  the  Authority  by  a  site  occupant  shall 
be  deducted  from  the  approved  amount  of  the  relocation 
payment,  and  the  difference,  if  any,  paid  to  the  site 
occupant. 

^-   Services  to  Business  Concerns 

1.   The  Authority  v;ill  carry  out  an  informational  program  for 
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business  concerns  and  non-profit  organisiations  in  the 
project  area  inforraing  all  site  occupants  to  be 
displaced  of  relocation  services  and  payments  to  be 
available. 

2.  Trained  business  relocation  representatives  v/ill 
undcrtalce  surveys  and  intervie^/s  to  determine  the 
space  needs  and  location  preferences  of  such 
concerns. 

3.  Listings  of  available  coraraercial  and  industrial  space 
shall  be  maintained  for  interested  concerns.   Listings 
v.'ill  also  be  maintained  of  thp  names  and  addresses  of 
real  estate  agencies,  brokers,  and  boards  in  or  near 
the  project  area,  to  v;hich  busj.ness  concerns  may  be 
referred  for  assistance  in  obtaining  covamercial  space. 

4.  Advice  and  assistance  v/ill  be  given  in  the  selection 
of  nev7  quarters,  including  inspections  of  nev7 
locations. 

5.  The  Business  Relocation  0:fice  maintains  continuous 
liaison  with  the  Small  Business  Administration  to  use 
opportunities  for  financing  available  under  federal 
lav7. 

H.   Additional  State  or  Local  ls.i:locat ion  Requirements 


Chapter  790  of  the  A.cts  of  1965  of  the  Commonv/ealth  of  fiass- 
chusetts  created  a  Bureau  of  Relocation  v;ithin  the  State 
Department  of  Commerce  and  Develoi^ment. 

As.  of  O'uly  1,  19'o7,  the  Bureau  will  be  empov;ered  to  determ.iiie 
whether  the  Authority  is  qualified  to  undertalce  relocation. 
At  present  the  Authority  is  required  to  submit  relocation 
plans  for  an  urban  renev;al  area  to  the  Bureau  for  infor- 
mational purposes. 

The  Authority  is  presently  working  closely  v/ith  the  Bureau 
to  assure  effective  and  co-ordinated  approach  to  the  problems 
of  relocation. 
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COVENANT 


THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON,  acting  under  the  power  vested  in  it  by 
Massachusetts  General  Laws  (Ter.  Ed,),  Chapter  121,  Section  26  Q, 
as  amended,  hereby  covenants  with  the  BOSTOIsT  REDEVELOPMENT 
AUTHORITY  that,  if  the  Authority  acquires  by  eminent  domain  or 
purchase  or  otherwise  any  part  or  parts  of  the  Campus  High  School 
Urban  Renewal  Area,  as  described  in  the  attached  exhibit  marked 
"A",  which  Area  the  Authority  has  determined  to  be  a  substandard 
and  decadent  area  and  for  which  Area  the  Authority  is  preparing 
an  urban  renewal  plan,  or  if  the  Authority  acquires  such  land  and 
demolishes  and  removes  any  structure  or  structures  thereon,  the 
City  shall  bear  any  and  all  loss  that  may  arise  as  a  result  of 
such  acquisition,  demolition  and  removal,  in  the  event  that  the 
land  so  acquired  is  not  used  for  urban  renewal  purposes  because 
an  urban  renewal  plan  for  the  project  is  not  approved,  is  amended 
to  omit  such  land,  or  is  abandoned  for  any  reason.   In  considera- 
tion of  the  benefits  expected  to  accrue  to  the  City  of  Boston  as 
result  of  Federal  financial  participation  in  the  project,  consent 
is  hereby  given  to  the  assignment  by  the  Authority  of  any  or  all 
of  its  rights  hereunder  to  the  United  States  of  America,
